ROYAL OAK IAP) — At the 
age of 4Vz, Sheri Faye Painter, 
a curly-haired, precocious, little 
blonde, 
filled 
her 
parents’ 
hearts with joy. 
When she was 16. her m other 
and father watched with parent­ 
al pride as Sheri went through 
a teenage summer puppy love 
with a young man who seem ed 
enthralled with her. 
It was so easy to forget, from 
tim e to time, that Sheri was 


nut normal. 
She wasn’t. 
Sheri was bom deaf—as a re­ 
sult of nerve dam age when her 
mother suffered a bout with the 
mumps while pregnant, doctors 
theorized. 
Now, at the age of 21, Sheri 
is diagnosed 
as 
a 
catatonic 
schizophrenic. Her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Painter, are 
fighting a battle against red 
tape to get her into a state hos­ 


pital at Northville, Mich., be­ 
cause it is one of the few hos­ 
pitals in the country with facili­ 
ties and personnel to treat men­ 
tally ill. deaf patients. 
But State Health Department 
regulations say the beautiful 
young woman with the warm 
blue eyes must go to a state 
hospital in Pontiac, the seat of 
Oakland 
County, 
where 
she 
lives — even though there is no 
specialist to treat her there. 


Sheri was not the type of girl 
who had a handicap and simply 
lived with it. She went to sum­ 
m er camp, and learned how to 
skate, swim and dive. She also 
took ballet and acrobatic les­ 
sons, her parents recall. 
After 
she 
graduated 
from 
Michigan School for the 
Deaf, 
Sheri went to a business college 
and then worked as a keypunch 
operator. 
“Sheri always had very high 


goals,” says her m other. “ She 
had 
a 
taste 
for 
the 
better 
things.” 
Mrs. Painter says her daugh­ 
te r’s classmates always were 
jealous of her good looks and 
once threatened to beat her up 
because she had beautiful teeth. 
Sheri’s parents say the young 
man who dated her was en­ 
thralled by her and touched by 
her 
handicap. 
After he 
left, 
Mrs. Painter says, Sheri was 


sure the romance ended 
be­ 
cause she was different from 
other girls. 
“ M arriage was definitely part 
of Sheri's plans,” her mother 
says. 
“ Lately 
she 
seemed 
to think it was too late for her­ 
nial she'd never get m arried.” 
Now. Sheri—a patient for tile 
moment at Royal Oak's William 
Beaumont Hospital — tells her 
parents and doctors she is m ar­ 
ried. She tells them about her 


Im aginary husband. She thinks, 
say her na rents, that she is go­ 
ing to have a baby. 
In Sheri’s room at home sits 
a worn, stuffed lion. In the cor­ 
ner, skirts and sweaters are 
piled in a box. 
Soon, unless the Painters find 
away around the red tape, they 
will have to go to Oakland 
County Probate Court to have 
their daughter 
committed 
to 
Pontiac State Hospital.

PARIS IAP) — A mystery en­ 
voy from Saigon was reported 
in Paris today preparing for the 
arrival soon of Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky. This indicated 
South Vietnam’s boycott of the 
Paris peace talks is nearing its 
end. 
Qualified informants said if 
all goes well Ky is likely to ar­ 
rive with a South Vietnamese 
delegation by next week, clear­ 
ing the way for the resumption 
of the negotiations that have 
been suspended since Nov. 6.

of Saigon’s participation in the 
conference is imminent, accord­

Wednesday morning when the 
m ine quivered from the explo­ 
sion. The other 21 m anaged to 
escape or were rescued. 
Adding to the problem was a 
report on the analysis of gas 
content in the mine shaft where

through and sucked it to the sur­ 
face for examination.

showed it to contain 7.4 per cent

the 1969 budget deficit from 11.7 
billion francs—$2.34 billion—to 
6.354 billion francs—SI .27 bil­ 
lion. 
President Charles de Gaulle 
announced the deficit cut Sun­ 
day night in a radio address, 
but left it up to the premier to 
spell out the details. 
Couve de Murville said the 
m ilitary budget will be trim m ed 
by 400 million francs— $80 mil­ 
lion—and that the 1969 atomic 
test program cannot be held. 
During this year’s test series, 
France’s first hydrogen devices 
were exploded.

Being Forecast 


WASHINGTON IAP) — Ad­ 
m inistration sources expect Sai­ 
gon to announce in the very 
near future it will join expanded 
Paris neace talks, ending a boy­ 
cott that has stalled negotiations 
for almost a month. 
High State D e p a r t m e n t 
sources viewed the 
situation, 
however, with “ utmost caution” 
and none would venture a guess 
on whether an announcement 
might come in hours or days. 
Informants pointed out that 
once before, on Oct. 31, the 
United States had every reason 
to believe South Vietnam Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu had 
agreed to the “ package” of halt­ 
ing the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam and transforming the bilat­ 
eral Paris talks into a fourway 
affair. 
Saigon At Head 
Thieu, 
however, 
refused to 
Join the talks that were sched­ 
uled to start Nov. 6. He objected 
to the possibility that direct 
talks with the National Libera­ 
tion Front—political arm of the 
Viet 
Cong 
guerrillas—would 
give the appearance of heading 
toward a coalition government 
in the South. 
He also insisted Saigon dele­ 
gates head the U.S.-South Viet­ 
nam team. 
Thieu and U.S. Ambassador 
Ellsworth 
Bunker have been 
drafting an agreement, taking it 
word by word, Washington offi­ 
cials said. 
These discussions, they said, 
have reached the point where 
an announcement is considered 
imminent.

Michigan residents are concerned over the 
steadily increasing cost of higher education in 
their state. Taxpayers especially are taken aback 
by the vast appropriations requested each year 
by the state’s three largest universities — the 
University of Michigan, Michigan State Uni­ 
versity and Wayne State University. They won­ 
der if there isn’t some way to reduce the end­ 
lessly spiralling costs and suggest t h a t such 
measures as tuition increases and reduction in 
the number of out-of-state students admitted to 
these universities might help to put a brake on 
increasing appropriations. 
* 
* 
* 
Another view of the problem was presented 
last week to a group of editors of Panax News­ 
papers at a meeting in Ann Arbor by Arthur 
Ross, University of Michigan vice president. 
He pointed out that the percentage increase 
In personal income in Michigan in recent years 
has been greater than for any other state in the 
Midwest and “we like to think that the state’s 
universities contributed to the increase in per­ 
sonal income.” Despite this rise in personal in­ 
come, however, the state has not supported high­ 
er education in the 1960s as well as other Mid­ 
west states have done. 
The University, Ross said, has called on its 
students to help meet its increased financial 
needs bv raising tuition fees twice in the last two 
vears. But this has not been enough to take care 
Df additional needs, 
(Tuition increases, of course, hit low income 
students harder than others, and in an aside, 
Ross said, “T think it’s easier right now for a low 
income student to go to Princeton than to any 
school of higher education in Michigan.” This 
is so, he said, because the Michigan schools lack 
the resources that Princeton and other private 
universities possess fo r distributing student 
grants.) 
*

* 
One of the reasons for th e University of 
Michigan’s high operational costs is its graduate 
schools, which are among the finest in the na­ 
tion. Approximately 40 per cent of the U. of M.’s 
students are graduate students, and there is a 
far higher ratio of faculty members to students 
among graduate students than among under­ 
graduate students. 
About 2o per cent of the University of Mich­ 
igan’s students are from outside the state, many 
of them in the graduate school. The largest num­ 
bers come from Ohio, Illinois and New York, in 
that order. To maintain a large graduate institu­ 
tion like Michigan’s, it needs a great deal of sup­ 
port from outside the state. It has been said that 
a good graduate school is a national institution, 
and a large share of the financial support for 
Michigan’s graduate school comes from federal 
funds. 
The university brings large sums of outside 
money into the state, principally from the federal 
government About $60 million in federal funds 
are expended annually with the University of 
Michigan exclusively for research, for example. 
Ross envisions the federal government pav­ 
ing for a larger part of the tab for higher edu­ 
cation four or five years from row. In the in­ 
terim, he said, “ATI of us should do everything 
we can to hold the fort because it is so hard to 
build a great university and it is so easy for a 
great university to slide down hill.”

Secondly, 
those in a position to know say 
that Lepenski Vir is far more 
important than the Egyptian 
site.

Altogether, 25 archeological 
sites dating from prehistoric 
times will be drowned. The loss 
will be incalculable, according 
to the experts.

Professor 
Dragoslav 
Srejovic of Belgrade University 
uncovered 41 houses of a hither­ 
to unknown design arranged in 
horseshoe fashion beside the 
Danube. 
Srejovic has fixed the date 
of the Lepenski Vir settlement 
as 6000 B.C., and believes that 
it may w’ell be the birthplace of 
European civilization. 
Inside the trapezoid-shaped 
house the 36-year-old professor 
found sophisticated sculptures 
which may shed new light on 
the origins of European art. 
Carved 
from river 
boulders, 
some have purly abstract de­ 
signs, others are sculptured to 
represent the human head. 
“The heads could pass for 
Henry Moore sculptures, and 
yet they’re the earliest of their 
kind that have been found in 
Europe,” Srejovic says. “They 
predate any other realistic hu­ 
man scultpure by at least 2,000 
years.” 
Lepenski Vir may force the 
experts to revise their views 


concerning the development of 
European 
civilization. 
Until 
now it was believed that the 
breakthrough into civilization, 
when man lived in towns, grew 
crops, decorated pottery, took 
place in the Middle East. 
Jordan, 
Palestine, 
I r a n— 
these were thought to be the 
cradles of civilization, with the 
Anatolion region of Turkey la­ 
ter playing an important role 
in transmitting it to the West. 
The new Yugoslav find does 
not contradict this theory, but 
Professor Srejovic believes that 
the Lepenski Vir culture may 
have developed independently, 
and later combined with the 
elements 
moving 
westward 
from Anatolia. 
The experts are puzzled con­ 
cerning the facial 
distortions 
which the artists 
gave 
their 
stone heads, with the eyes wide 
and staring, the mouths pulled 
down into painful grimaces. 
Some claim that this is the 
work of people who lived in 
fear of 
being overtaken 
by 
some terrible calamity. Others 
maintain that 
the 
faces 
ase 
carved to resemble fish, and 
that they were intended as of­ 
ferings to the river gods. 
The answer 
may never be 
known, for 
the 
archeologists 
have just five working months 
starting next April to complete 
their work at the site before it 
is 
inundated. 
Other 
nearby 
sites, 
including 
a 
promising 
mound which lies 
above Le­ 
penski Vir, and which has not 
been excavated, might still be 
saved by the erection of a cof­ 
fer dam. But this would run 
into big money which 
Yugo­ 
slavia cannot 
afford. 
In the 
absence of international coop­ 
eration, the 8,000-year-old set­ 
tlement appears doomed, which 
rimy explain the
